City, as no such doctrines wore taught 
him in England. 

The French "railway companies are 
about to adopt an electric gato opener. 
A catch connected with an electro-mag- 
net keeps the gale closed. When a 
train approaches it closes the circuit, 
releases the catch, and the gate Hies 
open. The last oar on the train as it 
passes through opens tho circuit, ami 
tho gate is again closed. The same de- 
vice rings a Ti«U violently on the ap- 
proach of each train. 

To tho list of novel inventions from 
the land of wooden nutmegs must now 
be adtled paper cigars, large quantities 
of which have been imported into the 
Australian colonies. A correspondent 
describes these an being such an exact 
imitation of the natural leaf and to lie 
so wtdl flavored, that it takes a magni- 
fying glass to detect the deception. He 
adds, too, that thoyburn well, anil hold 
their white ash th inly. 

The gathering and curing sumac is a 
big industry in Virginia. The sumac 
leaves are carefully dried on a scaffold. 
It takes several pounds of green leaves 
to make one pound of dried leaves. 
The price paid is about 81.2;") for a hun- 
dred pounds. A mini has to he a very 
nimble picker to secure enough green 
loaves in one day to make L00 pounds 
when dried. Sumac grows wild and 
requires no cultivation. 

Mrs. Horriek.'wifo of the rector of 
tho pretty Episcopal church at Fortress 
Monroe, has dressed 8,000 dolls during 
tho last two years, which she sold at SI 
each for various ecclesiastical and char- 
itable purposes. The baby doll, the 
colored nurse and the plantation color- 
ed woman aro the throe styles, and 
nearly every child who visits Old Point 
Comfort comes away possessed of one 
of these unique dolls dressed by dainty 
hands and guided by lovo and Christian 
goodness. 

A method of military nocturnal sig- 
nalling has been devised by a Russian, 
Captain Kostovitnh, and successfully 
tested at Cronstudt. To a small cap- 
tive balloon is suspended an Edison 
electric lamp, which, by means of con- 
necting wires, can bp. kindled and ex- 
tinguished at will by an operator sta- 
tioned on board .ship or in any conven- 
ient position, a series of such extinc- 
tions ami ro-ignitions being employed 
according to a telegraphic code. 

A curious case is before the tribunal 
in Paris. A gentleman was getting 
down from an omnibus in a crowded 
thoroughfare, when be missed his foot- 
ing, nearly fell backward, and to re- 
cover his footing, caught hold of an- 
other passenger. The la) tor, taken by 
surprise, also found himself in danger 
of falling, anil, in his turn, caught hold 
of a woman with a child in her arms, 
tho upshot being that all four rolled to- 
gether into tho road. A heavy goods 
van was coming along behind, which, 
had it not been for tho prompt action 
of tho omnibus conductor, who seized 
tho horse's head, would have run .over 
some of the prostrate forms. As it was, 
the gentleman who was the original 
cause of the. accident escaped with a 
few trilling bruises: the other. mule 
passenger, falling on him, was not hurt 
at all, anil the infant was equally fortu- 
nate: but the mother bad her arm brok- 
en, anil sustained other severe injuries. 
Which of the two gentleman should pay 
damages is tho quest on the one who 
caught hold of her or the one who 
caused him to do so by catching hold 
of him. 



A CliatiKfl'ln Shlp-BuHdinji 



It has not been generally noticed 
that in tho stagnation that has settled 
upon the industry of ship-building tlinro 
is a change — probably a temporary one 
— in progress. The. latest, list of tlio 
monthly additions to the registry of 
British vessels shows that change. It 
is evinced in tho fact that the vessels 
now being added to the registry are of 
a very small tonuago compared to those 
which were added a year ago. In the 
month reported on last by the. registrar 
62 iron and Steel steamers were added 
to tho registry of the United Kingdom, 
but tho not registered tonnage of theso 
was only 28,693 tons— not 500 tons 
each on the average, which is far be- 
low that usual ai the time we have re- 
ferred to. Of wood steamers, four 
woro added wi' bin the month, tlio net 
tonnage being .'j.'i only, while of iron 
sailing vessels the 5 that were added 
were of 6,621 tons not, and the wooden 
sailing vessels .added were- of 1,688 tons 
net. It is tdcar from theso liguros that 
while tho iron and steel and wood 
steamer's included many of very small 
tonnage- rivet tugs anil similar vessels 
— the tonnage of tho sailing vessels 
was larger. Hence; the deduction is 
fair, that the vessels that are now be- 
ing built are small steamers for special 
purposes, and large iron sailing vessels. 
It is a fact that gives ground for be- 
lief that there will be soon a revival in 
tho demand for steamships, because 
the loss is going on, and practically the 
building of iron steamships litis for the 
present ceased. The vessels which aro 
idle must by and by bo called into re- 
quisition, and then we shall find that 
there will be, orders for now oncS to 
moot the loss that scorns to bo increas- 
ing with the Incron'se of (he fleet nf 
steamers, and with a transfer of a con- 
siderable portion of tho tonnage from 
sailing vessels to steamers. — 'Engineer. 



The largest photographs in thqWorld 
will bo on exhibition at the New Or- 
leans Exposition. They are views of 
public buildings in Washington taken 
by order of tho government. They are 
taken on a rough paper, very much 
like that used fur drawing or water col- 
ors, and the artists say they will not 
fade undor the light of the sun. They 
are five feet wide by seven long and 
bavo been framed in finely finished ash 
frames with a gold lining. 



Life In an Unknown Country. 

W*mcn work hard in Ajmere. By 
the Dab. Bungalow I saw a tile of a 
do/.on, chiefly young girls, uplifted high 
on an unfinished house, busily engaged 
in bricklaying. In most towns water 
is supplied in f'Cqueht wells approach- 
able from the street level. At Ajmere 
the daily supply of water is found in n 
dip between two walls of rock ap- 
proached by steep (lights of steps. One 
rock rising there out of tho water was 
almost literally hidden from view by a 
cloud of pigeons .that clung to its rug- 
god front. It was a pretty sight, tho 
constant stream of straight, lithe wo- 
men in many -colored kirties coming 
and going with their red jars poised on 
their heads. Some had a small ring of 
plated straw which they placed on their 
heads, and on this stood the jar sliin- 
nccked, full-bodied, and rounding off 
at the base to a ring not larger than tho 
palm of hor hand.

CUMSTMAS GREETING. 

To one mid all, a Merry Christmas uud 
u Elappy Ntiw Yuur, »ith greetings 
welcome to the good season which all 
Christendom, and especially our own 
folk, this clay gomruemorate! May claaH 
and class bo drawn nearer during tho 
lit tie pause in the endloaa toil, and may 
ovory individual rojoico in tho influences 
of this timo, witnessed by kind wishea and 
a readier charity, by merry hoarta and 
happy facoa in the household, or by gentle 
roniombraneos of distant homos! May 
tho sad anions; us not be without some 
softening of their sorrow, though unable 
to join in tha lighter revels of tho aoason! 
For our part, wo are glad to think that, 
though our pooplc have yioldod up too 
many old customs, tho ancient spirit of 
tho Christmas season still survives. Wo 
do not celebrate it, in this age, with tho 
boisterous merriment of Shakespeare's 
days, whon tho Yule log blazed on tho 
cheery hearth, and tho house was docked 
with fresh holly, ivy, laurul and bay. Our 
manners are more rolinod, and wo give to 
tho celebration a different expression, but 
this difference is only in tho outward 
Fashion; it is not in tho spirit in which tho 
season is welcomed nor in tho truo zost 
with which it is enjoyed. Tho grim 
boar's head and tho gay poacook pio have 
vanished; but do we not still pile our 
tables with pleasant cates and enliven tho 
guttata with sparkling ale, though not in 
blackjacks and flagons) Have we lost the 
old feelings of charity and hospitality! 
Not a bit; our friendly welcome is as 
warm, and our heartiness as groat, as 
when the season, was celebrated in jollier 
fashion, Du not the young look for- 
ward to tho honest merriment of tho oc- 
casion; are not their elders roady to laugh 
and dance and cheer, and do not oven the 
aged almost forget, for a timo, that they 
aro oldl No, Christmas is not a fiction, a 
modern conventional excuse for n holiday; 
its blithe spirit, we repeat, is with us; our 
affections iiru as sincere and our sympa- 
thies as honest as were those of our fath- 
ers in tho olden timo. Lo us, then, look 
abroad upon the outer world as thoy did, 
and see what there may bo for ua to do ill 
a spirit of good temper and good humor. 
Havo wo not somo things to forgivo, or to 
ask forgiveness fori Slmli wo not ifout 
out feelings towards our follow men that 
match not with tho season, and ought not 
to bo carried into tho coming year} And, 
as we enjoy ourselves, shall wo not think, 
onco and ofton, what it is in our power to 
do to make the season a happy ono to 
others! Tlioro ia no community, hovr- 
ovor prosperous — and, hh a community, 
wo have prospered this year — in which 
tho struggle for even necessaries, especi- 
ally in a cold winter, is not hard, to many. 
A little gift of some needful thing, with 
tho "compliments of tho season," or, bet- 
tor still, from a donor unknown, would 
bo a seasonable and acceptable contribu- 
tion to families that would not expect or 
bo willing to receive it at another timo. 
What if poverty be their own fault, let us 
forget that at Christmas. It is not plea - 
sant for those who ait, amidst mirth, »t 
well lillod tables, to think of hoartha with 
a scanty firo, and a family with a very in- 
ferior pudding on tho board. Whon wo 
remember, in our own hoarta, the sublimo 
sacrifice which the aoason commemorates 
shall wo not bo readier to yiold to its 
holier influnnm>« »n<i o ; "°i «•» »« Unto 
boon given to us? 

ISLAND IMPROVEMENTS. 

Tho government arc to bo commondod 
for their action in deciding on the con- 
struction of a wharf at Donman Island, 
the call for tondors being published in 
yesterday's issue. Donman Island, off the 
oast coast, is tho site of ouu of our mo3t 
flourishing settlements, and everything 
should be done to encourage tho inhabi- 
tants. A large portion of the land is bo- 
ing successfully cultivated and tho farm- 
ers naturally desire increased facilities for 
communication with Victoria and tho rest 
of Vancouver Inland. Donman Island 
liea in tho route of the steamer going to 
Comox which usually stops on tho way, 
and the settlers sometime ago petitioned 
for a wharf. This necessary convenience 
will now bo furnished thorn at an early 
date, and tho govornniont will no doubt 
be repaid for the outlay by tho increased 
prosperity of the island. The possession 
of a good wharf will mako it a desirable 
place for settlement and now arrivals will 
doubtless soon take up tho remaining un- 
occupied land. Every effort to induce the 
settlement of the surrounding country, 
while in thu interest of tho provinco at 
largo, will benefit Victoria in particular. 
As the metropolis and commercial contor 
of tho country, it must alwaya be tho dis- 
tributing point.' Ah our agricultural 
acreage is increased, it ia to Victoria that 
farmers will come to dispose of their pro- 
ducts, and here also thoy will lay in their 
Hupplios of merchandise, Much has been 
done toward the settlement of tho laland 
during thu past year, and we hope tho 
good work will continue. 

A RADICAL OF RADICALS. 

The London correspondent of tho ■New- 
York Times says of the recent change of 
tone in tho I'nll Mall Gazette: "Tho Pall 
Mall (razctte, under Greenwood an acrid, 
biting personal organ; under Morloy a dig- 
nified and scholarly, radically inclined paper, 
but under the new editor a fiery, audacious, 
And singularly independent exponent of tho 
most advanced radicalism: in general abil- 
ity, in oxtmit of weight and influence, only 
second to Tho Times, and in sparkle and 
geuoTal roadableness second to nothing. It 
is tho American newspaper system filled 
with English blood. There is nothing like 
it in English journalism past or present, 
and it speaks for a large and increasing 
class of Englishmen, for whom there has 
, hitherto been no very readable organ — tho 
uncompromising and pushing radicals, 
Mont important of the things which it has 
already made apparent to the general in- 
telligence in England is that, contrary to all 
previous opinion, tho radicals of England 
will not consent to the extinguishment of 
tho ompiro or its enfeeblement. Its editor 
—one of the North British stock which fur- 
nishes so largo a contingent to the brain of 
London and to its blood as well -was for- 
merly editor of a stirring, sterling provin- 
cial daily, The Northern Echo, and he has 
brought into the journal of the metropolis 
for the first time tho radical 'go,' uuitod 
with sterling political honesty and an un- 
controllable independence which is radical 
in radicalism, so that before the activity of 
thn Now Pall Mall Gazette everything but 
the monumental Times is put out of coun- 
tenance The future of this phenomenal 
journal will bo interesting to follow, but its 
past and its present success aro the signs of 
the times which show most clenrly and con- 
clusively tho working of the forces which 
nre transforming England." 



DELAYED DISPATCHES 



EASTERN STATES: 

Hunter's Point, L. 1-, Doc. 22.— The 
firo in Pratt's oil wurks at Williamsburgh 
is still burning, but is believed to bo 
undor control, though a change of wind 
might cause a further extension. No 
more tanks have exploded. The firemen 
succeeded in saving tho five-story brick 
factory. A groat quantity of oil, in bar- 
rels and cases, on tho clock and in tho 
warehouses, is still biasing. Kiro boats 
and tugs are throwing water from the 
river with little effect. A large portion of 
the machinery of the condensing appar- 
atus was destroyed and connections sev - 
ered. This will prevent a resumption of 
refining and manufacturing for a long 
time. Soven hundred men are thrown 
out of employment. 

Owing to tho high rate of insurance the 
firm insured themselves, Precisely what 
the loss will amount to is not known. The 
worku wore valued at upward of a million, 
and little loft can be utilized. 

St. Paul, Dec. 22. — Firo at North 
Branch; Minnesota, this morning, de- 
stroyed Singleton & Bonaffore's drug 
atoro, with tho contents, Loss, £17,000; 
insurance, 814,000. The postofhee was 
also burned, but tho books and papers 
wero saved. 

Utica, N. Y., Dec. 22, — A gas leak in 
the No. 2 Upper Empire woolen mill at 
Clayvillo, near Utica, Sunday, caused its 
total destruction by firo. Loss, 8100,000; 
insured. 

Albany, N. Y., Doc. 22. — Egbert Karl 
and infant daughter wore suffocated by 
coal gas from a stovo last night. A boy 
aleeping with his father, and the mother 
with whom the babe was sleeping, :iro 
alivo but in a critical condition 

London, Doc. '2'2. — At a dinner given to- 
night at Cambridge in celebration of the 
600th anniversary of the foundation of the 
St. Peter's College, U. S. Miirstor Lowell 
and Prince Albert, oldest sou of the Prince 
of Wales, were tho speakers of tho evening. 

GERMANY. 
II k klin, Dec. 22. — A committee has 
been organized to raise a fund for Prince 
Bismarck, aa an expression of the confi- 
dence of tho nation in tho grout states- 
man. 

Bkulin, Dec. 22. — A mass meeting of 
national liberals was bold to-night, and 
resolutions were adopted lauding liismack, 
and declaring that the reiehstag w unworthy 
of tho empire and opposed to the people's 
will. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Dec. 22. — A severe 
itorm of ram and wind has prevailed all 
day. Tho bay ia very rough and a good 
deal of damage hu3 resulted to vessels 
from chafine and from dragging their 
anchors. The telegraph lines havo been 
working badly in all directions, and several 
washouts aro roported oil both tho Central 
and Southorn roads. 

For the first time in four days there is 
a direct wire between this city and Port- 
land. The groat storm prostrated tho 
linos all over tho state, and for two days 
thero was but a single lino in operation 
eastward. The storm has extended all 
over tho state and still continues in tho 
form of heavy rains. Tho precipitation 
horn during the past five days has been 
threo and four fifths inches, and it has 
noarly equaled this all over tho atato. 

In spite of tho storm and hard times, 
the past week was a gay ono in tho fash- 
ionable world. Retail dealers are com- 
plaining that tho Christmas trade isfnr 
below their expectations. A dealer in 
jewelry told me to-day that business was 
lightor than at any corresponding timo in 
BBVUlltnAn yaro. Tho loigu mucks Drought 
out for sale during December are scarcely 
touched as yot, nnd Christinas is only 
throo days away. The rnin has caused a 
bettor businoss fooling, though its imme- 
diate effects arc rather depressing than 
olhorwise.

The likM-ltiMlert Trains. 



The situation in Oregon is not mnch im- 
proved. On Monday there was another 
fall of snow in Portland and throughout 
the state. The railway trains are .--till 
blockaded, though every effort is being 
made to clear the tracks. The chief block- 
ado occurs, not on the Northern Pacific line, 
but on the O. K. & N. Co.'s road/ a few 
miles west of the Dalles near Cascade 
Locks. Provisions aro constantly being 
sunt, so there is no danger of starvation, 
though tho situation of the detained travel- 
ers is anything but an enviable one. Two 
men from the suowed-in train succeeded in 
making their way to Portland, where thoy 
aro the object of much interest. Singularly 
enough these two did not travul together, 
but passed ouch other twico on the road. 
They traveled 15 miles through the snow, 
twice coming upon relief engines and snow 
plows stuck fast in a drift and lending aid 
in freeing them from tho snow. Both pas- 
sengers left tho train on Thursday night; 
one arriving at Portland on on Sunday 
night, tho other on Monday. They report 
that two engines and a baggage car were in 
tho cut when they stuck and the snow and 
icy had drifted over them, although steam 
whs kept up in both locomotives. Passen- 
gers could get in and out of the train with- 
out any trouble. On tho California and 
Oregon lino theio is some snow, lint trains 
are running protty regularly now. 



Accident to the Enterprise.

The IViiilonic Experiences of 
the Steamer Princess Louise. 

Somo very big stories aro atloat con- 
cerning tho tinny tribe and experiences 
with fishermen. Tho latest is from Brit- 
ish Columbia. The Portland News does 
not vouch for it, but B. \V. Davidson, of 
Eraser river, does. 

"On the 20th of Juno, 1872, at li p. 
in," said Mr. Davidson to a reporter yes- 
terday, "I was one of the passengers 
aboard the steamer Princess Louiso, 
bound up tho Eraser river. The Eraser, 
bo it known, is the second largest rivet on 
tho Pacific coast, being next in sii:o to tho 
Columbia. A good many people will bo 
surprised to learn this, but it. is true. It 
drains an immense area, and is stocked 
with hundreds of kinds of fish. Well, 
the day in question was a dark ono, nnd 
as the Louise advanced slowly toward Yale-, 
something thugged up and swooshed along 
against her bows. The steamer sort of set- 
tled back a little, I thought, nnd careened 
to one Hide. The captain — dipt. Tillotson, 
I think it was— got hoi, and signalled to the 
engineer to go ahead, at the same time nip- 
ping off a huge chew of navy, and empha- 
sizing his remarks by a few expletives. 
Thereupon the bunt braced up, as if to take 
hor usual gait, when swoosh! whack! 
whack! when agaiu ou our side. 1 looked 
over, and deiu mo, if half a bushel or so 
of thoni fish didn't flop up against my 
frame aud over into tho boat! Now, don't 
smile and twist your head around thai way, 
as if I was a continental liar and couldn't 
tell the truth about lish. 1 refer you to 
Captaiu John Irving, Fell, and half 
a dozen others of Victoria, who were 
aboard. Yon see there was such a 
run of salmon at that time aa to literally 
block navigation. As the Louise turned 
thoro, with ono log raised, as it wore, to 
advance, and yet couldn't budge a peg, 
groat shoals of these red-lleshed fish 
whisked by. Wo wailed there a full hour 
to lot tho struggling mass pass. They 
tilled the river from shore to shore, and 
if I'd had any way of heading off and rak- 
ing in those fish, I'd a fore>er had a cor- 
ner on the fi-ili business ol the universe. 
It took ua all night to gut fivo miles up 
the rivor, and— ah! good day, good day! 
Now, don't go off and say I've hod about 
this business, and class'fy me with the 
fellows who are admi.ted liars every- 
where, when it comes to such a topic as 
this." 

And he turned him about, with tho air 
of ono whose story was n mutter of history. 

f\ile ami Frsiscr Navigation. 

Hon. Honry Llolbi It, iato of Now 

Westminster, writes to a Cheshire journal 
as follows: "Will you allow tne to bring 
to tho notice of the public, through j'our 
paper, how the difficulties of navigation 
on tho Nile may be overcome. It is to 
adopt the steamboat wo use on the Fraser 
river, British Columbia, called a Rtorn- 
wheol steamer. This boat draws Iti to IS 
inches of water, will carry CO to 70 tons 
of goods and 100 passengers, is worked 
on the high pressuro principle, with tubu- 
lar boiler, and will against stream travel 
70 to 80 miles per day, and down stream 
double the distance. The Fraser river, 
liko the Nile, is a rapid stream, full of 
shallows and rapids, and tho difficulties 
overcome between Hope and Vale cannot, 
I think, bo surpassed on the Nile. 1 am 
convinced if those boats arc brought into 
use the difficulties of transport will cease 
and any quantity of goods can be carried 
up. I have scon them successfully used 
for 25 years, and they aro also used on tho 
Columbia and Oregon rivers. No doubt 
many in England have traveled by thorn 
and, I think, will bear uiu nut that thoy 
would overcome the difficulties in Egypt. 
I am aware that there are great difficul- 
ties to bo overcomu to bring them to tho 
notice of tho proper authorities, but if 1 
succeed in doing no, and inquiry is made 
of thuir service, my object will be served. 
On tho Pacific coast, boing comparatively a 
now country, wo havo no prejudices to 
overcome, and wo adopt what is practical 
and usoful, and I think wo have done so 
on tho present occasion. The boats would 
of course havo to be built in Egypt. The 
proper lines and drawings can bo obtained 
in Victoria or New West minster. For 
lighters wo use a (lal botti mod boat, 
square at tho ends, called a scow, on 
which heavy goods and cattle can be 
moved about. For pack Raddles wo use 
the Mexican apparajos. Wo havo tried 
every sort, and havo at last adopted this. 
Our mules catry over tho mountain trails 
400 pounds by this means and never havo 
sore backs. Again 1 ropeat thoro aro 
many in England who have, like myself, 
soon these used, ami if they will assist in 
making these matters known a great ser- 
vico may bo done; or if any company en- 
gaged in the Egyptian trade will enquire 
into what I have written, and follow in 
tho stops of British Columbia, they will 
choapotl and overcome any difficulties 
there may be in tho Nile navigation at 
eithor high or low water, as the boats I 
mention will run in three feet of wator 
and with a line out over ordinary rapids."

Sonic Historic aud Mythical 
Ships Hint Left their Cargoes 
■ 11 the Sea. 

(Every Other Saturday.) 

A Philadelphia paper states that 
some hopeful persons in that quarter 
propose to make an effort to recover tho 
specie, plate, bullion and other valua- 
ble articles that it, is thought were sunk 
in Vigo Bay, Spain, about tho mid- 
dle of tho last century. English histori- 
ans contemporaneous with the event 
stale that the Spanish treasure fleet, 
richly laden, on its annual return from 
South, America and Mexico, was at- 
tacked by an English lloet. chased into 
Vigo Bay and there sunk with all its 
treasure. The present attempt to re- 
cover this is not the firsts About sixty- 
years ago, during tho speculative mania 
in England, a strong company was 
formed, with skillful divers and all 
other necessary facilities, who visited 
the bay ami made a faithful investiga- 
tion of tin; sunken ships. Thoy reported 
that there was 110 treasure to be found 
there, and that the historians, probably 
Hume or Smollett, must have been 
misled by che sensational stories of tho 
day — such stories always abounding 
in time of war. Mr. Halo published 
in his Boston Daily Advertiser, soon 
after, a very full abstract, a column or 
so, the report of those employed in this 
search, which appears to have been 
thoroughly made, giving interesting 
particulars ns to tho condition of tho 
sunken galleons. It might be well for 
those engaged in the present undertak- 
ing to read Mr. Hale ( s abstract before 
investing too heavily. They profess, 
however, to have had a survey lately 
made of the condition of tho sunkon 
ships, which report states that al- 
though the mud is four feet deep over 
their decks, the scheme to rise them is 
perfectly practicable. 

An interesting article could he writ- 
ten on the subject of sunkon ships 
freighted with plate and specie. One of 
the most important in modern times 
was the Spanish galleon sunk in 1815 
or 181G, or: tho coast of Central Ameri- 
ca. I forget her name and that of the 
port near -which sho sunk, and in this 
•sequestered village, with no public or 
decent private library, names and dates 
cannot be given with desirable preci- 
sion. 1 think the British annual regi- 
ster for the above years has a full ac- 
count. However, at that timo the hold 
of Spain on her South American pos- 
sessions was rapidly declining, and 1 
think that this was about the last troa- 
stire ship that left, her colonies. Sho was 
tilled with priests flying from thoir 
homes, who had gathered up an in- 
crdible amount of church plate and 
specie. Just before starting for Spain 
she was accidentally destroyed by au 
explosion, with an awful loss of life. A 
company was formed, some twenty 
years ago, for recovering this valuable 
freight, hut thoy have had only partial 
success. Other companies havo at- 
tempted it. 

The British frigate Huzzar, of 32 
guns, was sunk in passing throngh Hell 
Gate, near New York, in tho winter of 
1780. Sho was reported to have an im- 
mense amount of specie on board, des- 
tined to pay off the British troops then 
in that city. Several unsuccessful at- 
tempts have been made to recover thiR. 
A company was formed for this pur- 
pose in New York in 1828 or there- 
abouts, but thoy finally gave it up as 
impracticable; another now exists 
for the purpose., A few years ago a 
motion was made in congress for an 
appropriation to assist in raising this 
frigate. In discussing the subject, some 
thought the British government might 
rightfully claim it if recovered. It was 
referred to a special committee, who 
made an interesting report, and recom- 
mended the appropriation, but nothing 
further was done about it. 

Several years ago an attempt was 
made to raise an old vessel that had 
long been sunk in the Hudson, with 
which a mysterious history was con- 
nected. (Jrodulous pcoplo were sure it 
was Captain Kidd's. There is no end 
to the beliefs and superstitions in tho 
towns on the Atlantic coast, about the 
carter of this famous freebooter. But 
the old historian, Peter Force, explod- 
ed the whole affair about the Hudson 
ship, in the National Intelligencer, 
when the attempt to raise it was made. 

The only important success in rais- 
ing sunken treasure was the brilliant 
tichievement of Sir William Eliipps in 
KJ87. After cruising about for a long 
time, when on the point of giving it 
up he discovered ^.mong the rocks near 
the banks of Bahama the object of his 
search, a Spanish plate ship that had 
been under water forty-four years. Out 
of this galleon he took gold and silver 
to the amount of .£300,000. King 
James II. was a partner in tho com- 
pany that fitted out Captain Phipps, 
and was so well pleased with the result 
that ho knighted the captain and niado 
him colonial governor of Masaacli utts. 
But he was much better qualified to 
command a ship of war than to be gov- 
ernor of a colony. His manners were 
rough and brutal. He once knocked 
down the collector of the port. For this 
and other offences ho was recalled to 
England, where he died in a fow 
months after. His residence in Baston, 
long considered tho handsomest in 
town, stood at the corner of Salem and 
Clmrt.T str'eots

J 
And whither go tho operatives when ] 
they leave tho scone of their daily labors? 
It is very rare to llnil in tho neighborhood 
of ftussiau factories sulliciout house room 
for the people employed in them. In the 
government of Moscow there is only lodg- 
lug accommodation for one-sixth of tho I 
operatives. The remaining five-sixths 
sloop where they work, either on tho baro 
boards or heaps of refuse. In tho summer 
time, when the weather permits, they 
sleep under tho stars— and that Ls decidedly 
tho better place, for in the factories theiti 
ls no provision for eitlier decency or 
health. Tho people lie together pell-mell, 
covered only with Die filthy rags they 
wear during the day. When tho weather 
is warm, spinners and self actor winders 
often, when at work, dispense with cloth- 
ing altogether.

whatever accommodation they "can obtain 
— vermin-infected garrets, dump and 
gloomy corners of stables and the filthiest 
6f lllthy cabins. 

"Let us," says M. Lopatino, "take a 
glance at the house of M. Skoroboga- 
toff, who lots lodgings to factory hands. 
The court by which wc enter Ls a mere 
ditch, tilled with unmentionable nbomina- I 
lions. The house itself is a wretched 
hovel about twenty feot long, in which 
lodge twonty-seven men, who sleep as 
they can round a huge Stove which occu- 1 
pics nearly ono-half of the principal and 
almost tho only room.

WOLF HUNTING IN IDAHO. 

Running Down I>uplno Prowler* 
with Horses und HouiidN.

When an hour out of camp the baying 
of the hounds in e coppice to the right of 
us told that something was started, and 
tho next minute a lank, gray wolf, with 
six cubs streaming utter her, dashed out 
into the open ground, and ran past us so 
close that wo might have killed her 
with a revolver; but something like 
pity stayed every man's hand, and 
wc let her go by us without u shot The 
cubs were evidently four or five months 
old, and kept well up with the mother, 
who moved over tho prairie like a gray 
streak. When the dogs finally broke 
cover she had disappeared around the lace 
of a hillock, to the top of which wo 
spurred our horses in order to see the re- 
mainder of tho chase. Iu the course of a 
few minutes it was plain to see that tho 
cubs were losing their wind; one of them 
falling bthiud so rapidly that ho was al- 
most Tn the jaws of tho foremost hound, 
aud the others, while keeping ahead, giv- 
ing every evidence of distress. 

Tho mother wolf was not moving at 
her best by any means, and if she would 
abandon her cubs to tho dogs might easily 
escape; biu Instead of doing that sho sud- 
denly wheeled around, while the > uhs 
kept on forward, and doubling square on 
her track closed with tho hound who was 
iu the lead and not more than ten paces 
from the exhausted young one.

Then sho humped 
up her back, and in ten bounds had re- 
gained the lost ground, and was again In 
full retreat in tho center of her family
